Pay a Certain S8um For.Each Person
! for Every Mile.

New York, Aprll R —Automobllists
must now pay o total of one cent a
mile for machines holding two per-
mona and two cenls 5 mile for three
permons or more on all toll roads In
the mtate of New Jersey. A bill to that
effect passed nt the recent session ot
the legisluture, has been wigned by
Governor Stokes,

Trinldad, Col. April §.—John H. Fox
of Trinidad was assassinated today“by
Deputy Sheriff Joseph Johnson. An
angry mob soon gathered for the pur-
pose of lynching Johnson, but were
frustrated by Sherilf Dick Davis and

The assassination of Fox was the
FnsT  cold * sloodedteamrarder ever eem-
mitted In Las Animas county.  Fox
was standing at a desk In the lobby
of the postoffice reading a newspaper
with his back to the door. Johnson
entered with u six shooter in his hana,
and without the leust warning sneaked
up behind Fox and fired. Tha bullet
entered behind the left ear and came
out at the forehead, passing through
4 glass door into the elevator of the
loby, grazed the head of 2 man who
was standing in the elevator.

Japanesg to Be Employed in the Work
on Panama Canal,

Washington, April 8.—The former
Papama canal. commission previously
to the timg it resigned was aboul te
sign a contract for 2000 Japanese jo-
borers to work on the isthmian canal
The contraet provided for a work day
of ten hours, and n question Arose as
to whether the government could em-
ploy~ liborers for than elght
hours in any calemdnr day. The sub-
ject was referred to the aptorney gen-
eral for an opinlon,

Never
were the business houses and public
bulldings more profusely decorated
and never before did the cheering
crowd two miles long stand In line to
honor a guest of the city.
